Leland Stanford has been interviewed by 
“Gath” at Saratoga. Having been asked if he 
approved of the action of the National Banks on 
the Pacific coast ruling out the national currency 
during the War, Gov. Stanford said: No, I 
think it was a mistake at that time, but it is per- 
haps better for us now that we have anticipated 
coin resumption. I am not im favor of going 
over to greenbacks, yet we might have developed 
more rapidly had we received the currency of the 
Government.” He added this significant sug- 
gestion: “Gold banks afford an easy way of 
solying the curreucy problem. We have three 
gold banks in San Francisco, one in Sacramento, 
and another in San Jose. These banks are pop- 
ular, and their notes are equivalent to coin ; they 
merely make an additional deposit of bonds witb 
the Government, sufficient to cover à gold pre- 
mium, and the Government thereupon promises 
to pay the note-holder in cow, aad does it.

Hats, shoes, 
wagons, rails, clothes, cotton, wheat—one 
year we want more, the next year lese— 
who decides? The dealers in the article aud the 
users. of it. Does anybody advise going 
back to other days and having some board of 
wiseacres decide how much wheat shai! be plant-

There is every reason why this should 
be done. History is repeauog itsolf. England 
never new more prosperous years than from 
1800 to 1820, durmg which she neither had 
_ nor wished to have it, nor promised 
pay gold to any, one . whatever. All 
that while she exteaded and contracted 
her ctirrency ‘without any regard whatever 
to gold. Her enormous trade and expenditures 
were all paper, and only paper, resting on credit 
and nothing else. We had similar prosperity 
during the War and after, on the same terms. 
In 1820, England, yielding to theorists and 
dreamers, tried to put this new wine into old 
bottles, and dragged her business back to 
methods a century old—to specie. HBankraptey, 
the very history of which makes the blood cold 
to-day, blighted the Empire. It took half a 
generation to recover from the mistake. No 
man Gan to-day begin to »bow that such suffer- 
ing Was peocessary; that it achieved any good, or 
that it effected any changes which could not 
have been as well made without it. We entered 
that same valiey of the shadow of death when, 
in 1865, McOulloch began contraction. We are 
burrying fast to Eugiand’s 1620; property sunk 
to half its former value; the streets crowded 
with unemployed men fast rotting into eriminals; 
grass growing onthe wharves, machinery rust- 
ing, Wealth alarmed, poverty starving. foe to 
the political party which the nation shal! finally 
pronounce responsible for the fatal mistake. No 
previous merits will avail for its pardon, 
Its leaders will be buried in curses, as men 
whom neither history nor their own experience 
could make wise. 

We lament, as well we may, the widespread 
corruption of business men and office-holdérs. 
But where such corruption im high places steals 
a dollar, coptraction—ihis well-meaning igno- 
rance of bullioniste—robs the people of thou- 
sands. ff this generation is ever bankrupt, its 
bankruptcy will not be the work of knaves, but 
of honest men following a jack o lantern aad 
dragging us to ruin.

would not like it.” The reporter then asked : 
„But suppose the Court does not decide in 
time for you to know whether you ought or 
ought not to have an election this fall?“ to 
which the Mayor replied: ‘ Wait until they 
do decide, then.” The reason why the 
Mayor does not want an election this fall 
is quite apparent. He was elected to serve 
until the sixth day of next December.

His ~arpose, therefore, 
in opposing an election is to hold over two 
years. In other words, his desire is to make 
himself Mayor two years longer without being 
called by the people to do so, and without 
their assent.

If 
Mayor Corum were confident that the people 
would continue him two yearslongerin office, 
he would scarcely object to ascertain their 
wishes in a legal way. That he does object 
shows that he fears they don’t want him; that 
his course during the past year hes not been 
such as to commend him to them; that he 
mistrusts he has not served them acceptably. 
Hence he decides that it is safer to grab and 
hold the office in defiance of the public wishes 
than to ascertain them. This is the real and 
only course of his opposition to an election 
this fall. The fact, however, that Mayor 
Col vm is opposed to an election, is a good 
reason among others for holding one, unless 
the Supreme Court shall in the meantime de- 
cide that the ballot- box stuffed charter of 1872 
must stand.

HANDS OFF! 
Tue Tarscnz has already contained an in- 
timatiog, in the shape of rumors floating 
about the City-Hall and in Aldermanic circles, 
that an attempt is to be made by the Mayor, 
or at least that he is disposed, to thrust City- 


I Hall polities into the School Board, for the 


first time in the history of this city. The in- 
timation is too astounding for belief. Does 
Mayor Col vx seriously propose to inaugurate 
such an innovation as this, and turn over the 
School Board and the management of the 
public school system as Mayoral or Alder- 
manic patronage for political bummers? 
Does he seriously propose to interfere in the 
duties of the School Board, which have 


‘| heretofore been strictly non-political in char- 


acter, and take their business out of their 
hands to be administered by ward bummers ? 
Does he seriously propose to introduce the 
frauds and corruptions of politics into our 
public school system? If so, then Mayor 
Corum will place himself in a posi- 
tion which is not aceeptable to the 

people of this city, and will exceed the func- 
tions of his office in a manner that will not 
be tolerated. The people can stand a good 
deal, and have stooda good deal, from his 
government, and they expect to have to stand 
agood deal more. They are patient and long- 
suffering. They have endured the depreda- 
tions of thieves and burglars, the shame of 
seeing the streets filled with gamblers, bunko- 
men, and cbnfidence-men plying their avoca- 
tions with the most perfect impunity, a po- 
lice force which has not protected them, and 
a Board of city officials which has invaded 
their rights without question for mercenary 
considerations. They have endured all this, 
and they will probably continue to endure it, 
reserving to themselves only the right of pro- 
test and the election of a better man when 
the time for election comes.

trusts. Under hisable management, the schools 
of this city have grown and prospered 
te a degree not excelled in any other city of the 
country. No suspicion of incapacity attaches 
to him. No charge has been or can be made 
that he is unfaithful to his duties. He has 
always been respected by the Boards of which 
he is an ev-oficio member, and by the little 
army of teachers whom he has so ably and 

governed. Is this an offense? Is 


reason that he should be displaced, and that 
the politicians should take the management 
of the schools into their corrupt hands?

MR. BLANTON DUNCAN'S CURRENCY. 

A recent allusion in Tux CMO TRIBUxE 
to Mr. Buanron Duwoan’s connection with 
the Confederate currency has had the effect 
to bring out a valuable and interesting Con- 
tribution to the history of the Southern con- 
federacy from that gentleman's pen which 
we print this morning. Tux Tzreone article 
was based upon the best attainable informa- 
tion at the time, and Mr. Duwcan’s statement 
of the case, being authoritative, will be read 
with interest. He recites the difficulty which 
the Confederacy had in obtaining currency 
with which to pay off the Government ex- 
penses, In 1861, the bulk of the currency 
was in $100 bills, and, as it had not at that 
time depreciated to the extent that $100 
would not pass for more than $5, there 
was a notable deficiency of bills of a 
smaller denomination. Mr. Duncan was 
intrusted with the task of providing them. 
To begin with, it was impossible to secure 
bank-note paper, except in occasional small 
lots smuggled through from New York. 
Engravers were equally hard to find. There 
was nothing left for Mr. Duncan to do but 
get a paper-mill and manufacture the strong- 
est article he could, gather about him a num- 
ber of the best newspaper compositors he 
could find, and go to work printing money.” 
It was not very good money, to be sure, not 
eyen very good paper, but it was the best 
that could be provided under the circum- 
stances; it was currency,“ and just what 
the greenbacks would be under the same 
difficulty in getting materials. Mr. Duncan 
says that he had about 100 ladies at work 
signing the bonds and notes which he turned 
out to order, and counting and otherwise 
keeping track of them. 

Mr. Douwoayn volunteers the suggestion that 
the depreciation of the Confederate currency 
cannot be traced to an over-issue, because the 
total issue never reached $350,000,000. We 
do not take this point to be a good one, be- 
cause $100 or $1 would be an over-issue of 
paper currency such as he describes, and 
which nobody believed, after a short expe- 
rience, would ever be redeemed. Any paper 
passing current for money is an over: issue 
which 1s not redeemed in actual money upon 
demand. In the case of Confederate money, 
Mr. Duncan says it was worth 85 cents in gold 
in 1861; 60 cents in 1862; in July, 1863, it 
had gone down to 16 cents; in November, 
of the same year, it was worth only 
8 cents; and in May, 1864, only 5 cents. 
After that, of course, it was worth nething. 
As a matter of fact, it was worth nothing 
from the very beginning, because it was not 
redeemable and never redeemed. It was 
taken on faith for a while, ag the people now 
take the United States promises-to-pay on 
faith. But adverse circumstances anything 
like those which beset the Confederacy, or a 
long era of non-redemption and loss of eon- 
fidence, would dispose of greenbacks in pre- 
cisely the same downward rush as was the 
fate of the Confederate ‘‘ graybacks.” 


THE “UNION” CLUB. 

After several unsuccessful efforts, which 
cost a notorious contractor a considerable 
amount of money for wines, liquors, and 
cigars, and a small amount for cold victuals, 
the ward politicians and political hangers-on 
have succeeded in forming a social club. 
They eall it he Union.” The name is sig- 
nificant. It represents a union of interests 
and a union of purposes. It is an alliance, of- 
fensive in a double sense, and defensive, but 
particularly offensive. There is a united de- 
sire and a universal intention ‘on the part of 
this organization to plunder the tax-payers. 
Some of the members are doing it now as 
office-holders, and blackmail Aldermen 
and Commissioners; some as contractors ; 
others hope to do it as office-holders and still 
others as contractors. There are nominal 
political differences among the members. A 
part of them have acted with the Republican 


party in the past, and a part with the Demo- 


cratic party, but all have now combined into 
a Union,“ with mutual ambition for spoils 
and a common rendezvous for spending them 
in riot and dissipation. 

In this Union ” Club there are County 
Commissioners whose votes have frequently 
placed them under serious suspicion ; there 
are contractors who are the successful bid- 
devs for the county supplies and works; 
there are officers of the Poor-House and 
other county institutions who accept and 
approve of the supplies; there are Alder- 
men who help to control the finances of the 
city, and its jobs, lettings, and legislation ; 
there are vote-brokers who undertake for 
a consideration to furnish a certain class 
and certain number of ballots; there 
are bidders for office, and bidders for 
city work, and bidders for every conceiv- 
able opportunity for plunging their hands 
into the City and County Treasuries. All these 
persons can well afford to cut loose from for- 
mer political ties and join hands in the bean. 
olud in the common cause of plunder. The 
Democratic strikers can vote with the Repub- 
ican strikers, and the Republican blackmail. 
ers can vote with the Democratic thieves, as 
their mutual interests suggest, and then all 
can come together in the greatest harmony 
in the rotten bean-club to celebrate their 
victory over the people with the peo- 
ple’s money. United we stand; divided we 
fall,” is the motto of the Union” bean- club. 
The harmony of interests will be wonder. 
fully promoted by the flowing bowl, and 
Office-holders, office-seekers, vote-brokers, 
contractors, go-betweens, and knock-downs, 
barnacles, financial agents, county and 
city officials, hangers-on, bummers, leeches, 
and public thieves of all kinds, have at last 
an opportunity of wallowing in the swill at 
the public trough. 

It may be well to remind those persons 
that there was once the same sor? of club in 
New York, after which the Union bean 


uries and vices, which they enjoyed without 
restraint with the money of which they plun- 
dered the people. There had never been 
more reckless expenditures or more lavish in- 
dulgence than there was in the Americts 
Club as long as the people submitted to the 
thieving which furnished the money for the 
debauch. But there came an end to this. 
One day there was a sudden hush 
in the general hilarity. There was a 
awakening from the drunken stupor. The 
people had grown tired of having their 
money squandered by the millions upon wine 
and women. The Americus received a shock. 
Its members were scattered. Some of them 
were arrested and sent to jail. All of them 
were indicted. Many of them are now fugi- 
tives from justice. Disgrace, ruin, and even 
death were the results of jast such a combi- 
nation as the office-holders, office-seekers, and 
public contractors of this city have formed 
under the name of the Union Club, and 
of the very policy upon which the Union” 
ub has started. 

It is not necessary to say more than this at 
the present time. History is full of repeti- 
tions. The same causes generally have the 
same effects. Corruption and vice almost 
invariably bring about their own punishment. 
The Union Club of Chicago will scarcely 
escape the fate of the Americus of New York, 
if it shall continue the policy and mem ber- 
ship with which it has started.

MR. WENDELL PHILLIPS ON CURRENCY. 

We print this morning Mr. WIWDRLL Pri- 
Lirs latest fulmination on the subject of the 
currency. Like all his productions, it is brill- 
iant and dashing, but this one is more than 
ordinarily fallacious. He lays it down with 
much emphasis that currency in civilized 
and commercial nations must rest on credit 
and consist of paper.” This emphatic asser- 
tion does not ghange the character of the 
controversy. What iscredit? It is all very 
well to say that credit is essential in com- 
merce. But what is credit? A currency 
resting on credit is or is not safe, according 
to the nature of the credit on which it rests. 
We repeat the question, Whatis the credit 
which Mr. Paris has in his mind? WIS 
ster defines credit (commercial sense) as fol- 
lows: 

Trust given or recetved ; expectation ef future pay- 
ment for property transferred or promises given; 
mercantile reputation entitling to be trusted, or to re- 
ceive goods or loans on promise of after payment; ap- 
plied to corporations, communities, or nations. 

Credit, therefore, is something which rests 
upon faith in the promise of after payment. 
It is impossible to conceive of credit without 
the promise and expectation of future pay- 
ment. 

Is not currency primarily a thing of ex- 
changeable value? Is not gold itself a mere 
equivalent of value for the thing given for 
it? Is it mot because the precious metals 
have this tangible, substantial purchasing and 
exchangeable value at all times that they 
have been made the standard money of man- 
kind since and before the days of 
Anm and Hegroporus? Ourrency, as 
a substitute for coin, has primarily an 
exchangeable value. Without this it would 
be simply rags. Commerce consists in the 
exchange of products of equivalent values. 
That is the very essential of trade. No man 
gives his property away, or sells it for less 
than its equivalent. When a man parts with 
his property, it is under an agreement that he 


‘is to receive in exchange therefor an equiva- 


lent in value. When he sells on credit, the 
nature of the contract is not in the least 
changed; the purchaser simply stipulates 
that he is not to deliver the exchange value 
for a certain number of days or months. The 
note which he gives is not the equivalent in 
value for the property received; it is nothing 
bat a memorandum of the contract that 
the drawer made for the future delivery 
or payment of the equivalent for value 
received.” Oredit, therefore, is not value 
as an equivalent in exchange of commodities ; 
it is the faith which is given to the promise 
to pay, and faith in the payment to be made 
at the time promised. One man may offer 
his note for payment in 90 days, and receive 
property upon the faith given to his prom- 
ise, while another man may be wholly un- 
able to procure goods in the same way be- 
cause of the want of faith that he will re- 
deem his promise. 

Credit, then, rests on a promise to pay, and 


faith that payment will be made when prom- 


ised. Without the expectation of future pay- 
ment there can be no credit. Currency 
resting on credit must therefore rest on the 
promise to pay and the expectation of future 
payment. It serves the office of the note 
given by the purchaser of goods; if the seller 
have. faith that the promise to pay 
will be redeemed, he will accept the 
note; if he have no such faith that the prom- 
ise will be redeemed, he will not part with his 
goods. The law may, with very questiona- 
ble morality, compel the creditor to accept 
the currency in payment of a debt already 
due, but there has been no law yet which can 
compel a man to exchange his goods for our- 
rency, or if he make an exchange to give any 
more goods for a pound of currency than he 
thinks proper. 

Currency, intended asa substitate for money 
or coin, can have no value greater than what 
will be given for it in exchange, and it makes 
no difference whether this be gold or any com- 
modity. It becomes important, therefore, to 


‘know whether the currency resting on 


credit, which Mr. Pues proposes to 
issue, is to be a promise to pay, 
and what faith is to be placed on the pay- 
ment as promised. d He proposes that the 
Government shall issue legal-tenders in any 
amount to any person who can give good 
security therefor at low interest. He answers 
the question of how the new issue of legal- 
tenders are to be got out. The Government 
is to lend them to any person who will apply 
for them. This point of Mr. Partsrs’ 
scheme opens a new field for Governmental 
operations which we will take occasion to dis- 
cuss hereafter. 


The way in which Mr. Razston did a bank- 
ing business on a gold basis is aptly illustrat- 
ed by one of the schemes in which he was 


posited with him and invested it in a huge 
timber-tract in the Sierra Nevada. He had 
erected extensive saw-mills, and was prepar- 
ing all the ways and means for 

San Francisco with lumber. He had built 
wagon-roads from the city to his timber- 
region. He was constructing a tramway and 
arailway. Nothing which gold would buy 


it, and then he must close his doors.

THE STRIKE. 

There are about 800 stone-cutters in this 
city. Seven-eighths of them belong to the 
„Union which has just ordered a strike for 
$3 a day. A few contractors, who have 
heavy, unfinished jobs that must be prompt- 
ly carried through, have yielded to the de- 
mand and are paying the sum askedfor. It 
is probable, however, that they will not con- 
tinue to do so after the work on hand is fin- 
ished. In that event, the several hundred 
cutters who are now idling about the streets 
will be joined by 200 more. The men who 
are making this sad mistake can, perhaps, be 
reached by plain and honest talk. We pro- 
pose to try the experiment, : 

It seems to be admitted that a first-class 
cutter is worth $3 a day. He can get that, 
and has been getting it in several yards. One 
firm, which employs only non-union hands, 
pays the best men $3.25 a day and ordinary 
men $2.50. This strike is an attempt to com- 
pel employers to pay inferior men what none 
but good men can earn in the present state of 
the labor market. It deprives the skilled 
minority of all work for the sake of a selfish 
and unskilled majority. It is, therefore, an 
injustice. 

The prime cause of the unexpected activity 
in building this season has been the cheap- 
ness of materials. The cheapness of cut 
stone has led to its use in place of brick in 
very many fronts and in the decoration of 
many others. This strike, by either increas- 
ing the cost of cut stone or diminish- 
ing its production, will check this ac- 
tivity. The strikers are doing their 
best to prevent their own employment here- 
after. In 1840, the workingmen of Norwich, 
Engiand, struck, and rnined the industries of 
the town, which have never recovered. The 
stone-cutters of Chicago are unwittingly try- 
ing to do the same thing, on a smaller scale, 
here. They are throwing away the bread 
they need to earn next year and in succeed- 
ing years. 

The cutters complain of the competition of 
convict-labor. They probably suffer more 
from this cause than any other trade in the 
city. Can they be blind enough not to see 
that they are merely forcing employers to 
use convict-labor by denying them their own ? 
There are only a few hundred men who are 
now cutting stone at Joliet. There are a 
thousand who can be put to this work, 
and who will be, if this strike is prolonged 
or the stone-cutters’ wages forced up. Much 
of the work must be done. The Chicago 
cutters decline it; the Joliet convicts will 
have it. 

The average wages of the trade, on the ave 
of the strike, seem to have been $2.75 a day. 
The idleness of 500 men represents, then, a 
loss to the workingmen of (500 X 2.75 2 
$1,375 a day, or $8,250 per week. If the 
700 strike, the loss will be $1,925 a day, or 
nearly $12,000 a week. Suppose they are 
idle for ten days and then carry their point. 
The aggregate money loss will be $19,250. 
Besides this, there will be the inevitable 
growth of bad habits and the promotion of 
bad feeling between masters and men. 
Leaving these serious evils out of the count, 
we find that the pecuniary loss is so great 
and the possible gain by the strike 
(25 to 50 cents a day for each man) 
so small that the remedy will be 
far worse than the disease. The 700 
will earn between them $175 a day more than 
they did before. They will have to receive 
this for 110 working-days—over eighteen 
weeks—before they have made up the loss 
suffered by the strike in ten days. And then 
they vu have done so unless every one 
of the 700 is re- engaged. Is the game worth 
the candle ? 

Another thing the strikers would do well 
to consider is that the masters will almost in- 
evitably win. The 500 men now idle are 
drawing $3,000 a week from the treasury of 
the Union. If the 700 strike, the treasury 
will be depleted at the rate of $4,200 a week. 
It cannot stand the strain long. Until ft is 
exhausted, the employers have only to have 
their work done at Joliet instead of at Chi- 
cago. The saving will balance the incon- 
venience. 

If the men persist in their suicidal course, 
loaf through the busy season and begin the 
winter with nothing in their pockets and noth- 
ing to do, we fail to see why they should 
expect to have themselves and their families 
supported at the expense of the honest work- 
ers of this city who are now toiling for what- 
ever remuneration or wages they can get, and 
whatever scanty profits they can make. It 
will not do for these idle mechanics to reckon 
on public charity next winter. If they are 
wise, they will recede from the claim so 
hastily made and foolishly enforced. They 
will consent to be paid by the piece, will 
abandon the preposterous idea that an info- 
rior workman ought to be paid as much as 
a superior one, and will use the accumulat- 
ed funds of the Union in starting co-opera- 
tive stores, and perhaps eventually a co-oper- 
ative shop, instead of wasting the hard- 
earned money in a reckless strike. 


GOVERNMENT PROVIDING A CURRENCY. 

At the recent Convention in Detroit in the 
interest of an expanded issue of greenbacks 
there were, among others, two resolutions 
adopted especially calculated to deceive and 
mislead. ‘These resolutions were the follow- 
ing : 

. owes to the people an absolutely 
safe and uniform currency adapted to their varying

War against the Rebellion found itself with- 
out money and without the credit to borrow 
it. The Government, therefore, having em- 
ployed a million of men to serve in the army; 
it had obtained the clothing, the shoes, the 
muskets and rifles, the horses, the wagons, 
and all the materials of war; having pur- 
chased the food, the beef and bread for the 
men, and the grain for the horses; it had 
built ships and filled them with guns and 
men, and provisioned them for the War. It 
had taken this property from the people,— 
the property they had produced and acquired 
by their industry and thrift. It had taken 
the labor of a million of men, and not 
having a dollar to pay for either 
the labor or property it had taken, 
it issued these*evidences of debts and prom- 
ises to pay. It was not the Government 
that furnished the value; it was the people 
who had given four hundred millions of 
dollars of their property and labor to the 
Government. They furnished the only value 
that changed hands. The Government took 
their labor and property, and, instead of pay- 
ing them therefor in any money having 
a value known to civilized nations, it gave 
them, as evidences of debt, an improved 
kind of quartermaster’s receipts, with a 
promise to redeem them in money, i. e., gold 
coin, when, as Justice Brapizy, of the Su- 
preme Court, says, the extraordinary 
emergency under which they were issued was 


We do not suppose that the Convention 
seriously meant that the Government should 
print notes and give them avay to whoever 
applied for them, and yet that is the only 
view in which the Government could be said 
to provide a currency.” The Government 
does not, and never has, provided a gold and 
silver currency. The gold and silver have 
been furnished by the citizen, the Govern- 
ment merely coining it in certain sized pieces, 
and stamping thereon certain terms certify- 
ing that each piece contained a certain 
weight of gold of a certain fineness. It can- 
not be said that the mere coinage of a man’s 
gold and silver into dollars and eagies is fur- 
nishing the country with a currency. Nor 
can the taking of a man’s property, or his 
time and labor, and giving him a certificate 
that the Government owes him therefor and 
will pay him thereafter, be called providing 
the country with a currency. The power to 
coin metals into money was given exclusively 
to the General Government, so as to have but 


one and a uniform system of coins, and not 


that it was a duty incumbent upon the Gov- 
ernment to provide the people with a cur- 
rency. The people furnish their own cur- 
rency. They give their labor and the prod- 
ucts of their labor in exchange for the labor 
and products of the labor of others, the rela- 
tive values of the exchanges being measured 
by the standard recognized by all civilized 
nations. As in this country, so in all others. 
England and France coin gold and silver 
for the owners of bullion, or they exchange 
coin for bullion, which in turn is coined,—the 
agency of the Government being merely the 
mechanical que of melting, stamping, weigh- 
ing bullion, called coining of other people's 
gold into pieces of money of the legal weight 
and fineness. The Government of the United 
States took four hundred millions of the 
people's property and labor, and, having no 
money to give in exchange therefor, gave 
them its promissory rates. | 

There is not a civilized Government now in 
existence that providesa currency for the 
people save in the way we have stated; and 
the Detroit Convention in its resolution on 
that subject asserted a fallacy which will be 
obvious to any one who will give the subject 
the least examination. It would be simply 
impossible for a Government to ‘furnish a 
currency” unless it first took the value of 
the same from the pockets of the people 
and then converted it into currency. 

Recent accurate estimates place the number of 
“tramps,” or wandering, idle, vicious characters, in 
the State of Massachusetts at 40,000(7). Yet we hears 
great deal said about the “idleness” of the Southern 
people, the “non-working classes in the South,” by 
the Republican papers, who make the assertion that 
every man in the North is “ busy,” and contributing 
hie share to the general prosperity. The number of 
these idlers in other Northern States is proportionate- 
ly large. —Louisvilie Courier-Journal, 

This absurd argument of the Courier- 
Journal would be unworthy of notice. were 
it confined to that paper, but as it is the 
stock argument of all the Southern papers in 
dealing with the question of Northern vs. 
Southern industry, it should be answered. 
Does not the CouriaJournal know, or is it 
too prejudiced to admit, that these tramps of 
Massachusetts, of New England, and New 
York, are not the Northern people, but the 
dregs of European emigration, the lazy, 
vicious, and dissolute classes, 
rather beg, or even steal, than work? Doesit 
not know that the tramps abound in the North 
because the North is industrious and prosper- 
ous, and is able to give them a living? Does it 
not know that they always flock to places 
where the people are prosperous enough to 
give them something? Does it not know 
that they do not go South, because industry 
does not generally prevail in the South? 
Were every man at work in the South, gen- 
eral prosperity would abound, and the tramps 
would then flock there as they now flock to 
the New England States. At present, a 
tramp would starve in the South before ho 
had tramped any considerable distance. The 
40,000 tramps, however, do not number 
10,000, nor probably exceed 5,000, all told.

The Grand Jury took an early start yesterday 
morning, and in the absence of further witness- 
es in the Wabash Avenue Railway matter, took 
up the regular docket cases, Very little had 
been accomplished, however, before 

ALD. JAMES O'BRIEN 
was knocking at the door for admission. A ju- 
ror had said that he knew all about the dark 
waits” of the Wabash Avenue Railway ordi- 
nanee, and he was there in obedience to a sub- 
pena to tell what he knew upon that subject, 
He was ushered in without delay, and shown a 
seat in which the united inquisitorial eye 
could rest upon him. In reply to questions he 
soon began to unfold his story, which in effect 
was that he knew nothing about the affair. He 
then gave way to 
ALD. FITZGERALD, 

who had been recalled. 

The Alderman came to the scratch with nerves | 
somewhat unsettled, and quite as curious to 
know what was wanted of him as were the re- 
porters loitering through the halls. It transpired 
thathe had been recalled simply to answer 
further questions on the Wabash avenue matter, 
and to bave his attention calied to the fact that 
his testimony of the day previous had been con- 
tradicted. He maintained that he had never 
been offered any money by an Alderman, and re- 
peated bis former testimony, with an addition 
exculpating Ald. Callerton from any connection, 
to bis knowledge, with offering or receiving any 
money in the passage of the Wabash avenue or- 
dinance. He was soon allowed to retire, when a 
juror remarked that one John Forsyth knew 
more on the subject under investigation than 
anybody else. He was sent for, but could not 


be found. 
EDGAR LOOMIS, 

of the Wabash Avenue Omnibus Company, who 
had been summoned to appear the day before at 
the instance of a juror, to whom he had made 
terrible revelations, soon appeared from the 
force of an attachment. He said he knew noth- 
ing of his own knowledge, bat bad heard a great 
many rumors of money being used in the passage 
of the ordinance in question. He bad heard it 
said that one of the parties seeking the right of 
way along the avenue had proposed to give 
the city $60,000, and that the South 
Side ilway Company saw how it 
could use a smaller amount to better ad- 
vantage in manipulating the Aldermen. He had 
heard that the last named Company used $47,000, 
but could not remember the source from which 
the informatiou came. What he had heard was

“Letter from Blanten Duncan, 

Lovursyiz, Aug. 27, 1875.—To the Edilor of 
the Louisville Commerciai: In your issue of to- 
day I find an article from TAE Cuicaco Taiscne. 
Iam referred to as helping to beat the South 
by supplying its de facto Government with 
measureless quantities of rag money.” The as- 
sertion is made that one of the vignettes was my 
suggestion, and was described by me in a letter 
to the Secretary of the Treasury as the South 
rising in ite might and striking down the North 
and erippling the eagle.” There was no such 
vignette on any of the currency, and I have no 
recollection of making any suggestion of the 
kind. As to the issue of $100,000,000 of the de- 
nomination of $50 in New York, it is may first 
information on the subject.

POLICE MAGISTRATES. 

Sur I, III., Aug. 31.—The little Town 
of Harvel lies partly in Christi an and partly in 
Montgomery Counties. A Police Magistrate 
was clected who lived in the part of the town 
which is in Christian County.
